GRIEVING parents 
have paid tribute to 
their son who died 
after suffering a 
massive brain haem¬ 
orrhage. 

Christopher Skinner, 
24, who had comp¬ 
lained of bad head¬ 
aches two days earlier, 
collapsed on Cam¬ 
bridge’s Parker’s Piece 
and was taken to Add- 
enbrooke’s Hospital, 
where he later died. 

Parents Nigel and Anna 
Skinner and their 21-year- 
old daughter Clare said they 
were devastated, but reveal¬ 
ed two other lives had been 
saved through Christopher’s 
organs being donated. 

Anna and Clare were two 
days into a two-week trip to 
Canada when news Christ¬ 
opher was ill reached them. 
They immediately got on to 
a plane home, but he died 
before they arrived. 

Mr Skinner received a call 
at 2am on Sunday to say 
Christopher was in Adden- 
brooke’s, after collapsing 
two hours before. 

He made the decision that 
his son’s kidneys should be 
donated after doctors told 
him nothing could be done 
to save Christopher. 

Mrs Skinner, a nurse in 
the eye department at 
Addenbrooke’s, said the 
whole family carried donor 
cards and had discussed the 
use of their organs should 
the occasion arise. 
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Speaking from the family 
home in Chappie Drive, 
Haverhill, she said: “I think 
it is the best gift you can 
give to anybody. It gives me 
the thought that a little bit 
of him is still out there, that 
he is helping out a mate like 
he always used to do. 

“Christopher took me to 
the airport on Friday and he 
had his instructions - make 
sure you feed the cats and 
don’t leave the television on. 
I gave him a hug and kiss 
and told him to be good. 

“He gave me this wicked 
grin and never in a million 
years did I think it would be 
the last one I got from him. 

“After Christopher’s 
death, one of his friends 
phoned up and said: ‘He was 
one of the best friends you 
could have, always loyal and 
he would do anything for 
anybody.’ I think that sums 
him up, he had a heart of 
gold. 

“You never think you are 
going to bury your kids, it is 
not right, the wrong order of 
things.” 

Mr Skinner said: “It was a 
really catastrophic haemorr¬ 
hage and they did every¬ 
thing they could, but 
nothing could save him. 

“Because he was deterior¬ 
ating fast I had to make a 
decision and I could not see 
any sense in delaying it and 
not being able to use the 
organs.

“We have been told the kidneys 
were given to two people and they 
are both doing well. 

“The doctors don’t know what 
caused the haemorrhage, it could 
have been something he was born 
with, but we will never know” 

Christopher did a mechanical 
engineering apprenticeship at 
Mackay’s in Cambridge, then moved 
on to Hexel, also in Cambridge, but 


left there just a few weeks before his 
death. 

His funeral will take place at 
Cambridge Crematorium on Friday, 
July 6 at 1.30pm and anyone who 
wants to attend is welcome. 

Family flowers only are re¬ 
quested, but donations can be made 
to the Neurological Critical Care 
Unit at Addenbrooke’s through 
Cambridge Co-op Funeral Directors.

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Money pumped into 
town cinema project

COUNCILLORS have agreed to 
invest another £1.4 million in a 
scheme to build a new cinema 
complex in Haver hill after being 
told that it would guarantee a 
greater income from the scheme. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
granted planning consent for the £9 
million five-screen cinema and 
restaurant development in April and it is 
due to open next Easter. Cineworld will 
operate the cinema, which is being paid 
for by the council, and will be rented to 
the users. 

Members of the council’s cabinet 
agreed at their meeting last week to 
invest the additional cash from unal¬ 
located Haverhill Masterplan capital to 
allow for additional investment value of 
the scheme and cover increased car park 
works costs. 



A report to the committee said since 
agreement was reached last autumn with 
Citigrove, developers for the scheme, 
higher rent levels than expected had been 
achieved, which had increased the 
revenue stream from it. Citigrove had 
successfully let all the three restaurants 
and shop units to national names, and 
increasing rent levels by £41,976 a year 
meant a balancing payment of £699,600 
was needed. The extra cash the council 
would receive from this additional 
investment would exceed the interest 
received if it was left in financial 
reserves. 

Two automatic teller machines and 
advertising units to be included in the 
development will produce an extra 
£27,750 a year in income for an invest¬ 
ment of £270,000. Infrastructure work, 
including an extra 90 space car park to 
the west of Haverhill Leisure Centre, has 
now been completed, but remaining work 
to redesign the drive-thru restaurant and 
add CCTV cameras is expected to cost up 
to £400,000. 

Construction work started on the 
cinema in May It will seat more than 900 
people, and a new public square will also 
be created as part of the scheme on land 
next to the leisure centre in 
Ehringshausen Way. St Edmundsbury 
has described the plan as “an exciting 
development with high-quality contemp¬ 
orary architecture creating an entirely 
new leisure environment.”

New measure 
to beat fraud 



HAVERHILL Citizens 
Advice 
Bureau this 
month looks 
at passport 
applications 
and how the 
service aims 
to combat 
identity fraud. 


Q: I am going on 
my first trip abroad 
in a few months 
time so I need to 
apply for a 
passport. A friend 
told me I will have 
to go for an 
interview. Is this 
true? 

A: From mid-2007 
all first-time adult 
passport 
applicants will be 
called to a face-to- 
face interview. The 
Identity and 
Passport Service 
(IPS) says this is 
being done in 
order to combat 
the growing 
problem of identity 
fraud. Applications 
can still be made 
by post, but all 
those aged 16 or 
over who have 
never held a 
passport before 
will be interviewed 
after preliminary 
background 
checks have been 
completed. 
Interviews should 
last between 10 
and 20 minutes 
and in them 
people will be 
asked some basic 
information about 
themselves. IPS 
says this should 
not be deeply 
private 

information, but it 
will need to be 
information that 
can be checked. 
IPS says it is 
aiming that 95 per 
cent of the 


population will be 
within an hour’s 
travel of an office 
where interviews 
will take place, 
and over half 
within 15 minutes. 
They also promise 
that the offices 
should be easy to 
find, with good 
parking and public 
transport access. 
For those in more 
remote areas, they 
will conduct 
interviews over a 
secure webcam 
link. Applicants will 
be asked to 
provide 

information before 
interview (for 
example, their 
national insurance 
number and 
previous 

addresses) which 
will be checked 
against 

government and 
private sector 
databases. These 
changes to the 
application 
process will mean 
an increase in the 
passport fee, but 
IPS has not yet 
announced how 
much the new 
charge will be. For 
more information 
go to the IPS 
website at www.

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Customers want 
goods from shop 


ANGRY customers who say they 
are owed hundreds of pounds or 
cannot get back their goods 
from a shop which closed 
suddenly are still in the dark 
about who to contact. 

Sell4U in Queen Street, Haverhill, was 
hailed as a great success shortly after it 
was opened by brothers Tony and Chris 
Brown earlier this year, but it closed 
suddenly recently after difficulties with 
an online payment account. 

Tony Brown said it had ceased 
trading, but he would try to return 
goods to as many customers as possible. 
However, this was made more difficult 
because their software had been frozen 
and they did not have access to records 
of customers’ names and addresses, so 
had not been able to write to them. 

He said anyone who had goods with 
the firm could write a note of their 
name and address, what goods or 
money was owing and any reference 
numbers through the doors of the shop, 
and he would return goods where 
possible or pass on information to 
solicitors. 

Mr Brown said the collapse of the 
firm had been caused by the freezing of 
their Pay Pal account with £12,000 in it, 
and because of the company’s rules that 
the funds could not be accessed for 120 
days. He said as much money as 
possible would be paid back to people, 
but this would take longer to do. 

Numerous people contacted the 
Weekly News to say they had not been 
contacted and did not know which 
solicitors to contact. 

Eight-year-old Connor McIntosh of 
Abington Place, Haverhill, is still owed 
£50 for a game sold by the company and 
the company still has another toy of his, 
according to his mum Debbie. 

She said: “I have been trying to get his 
money for him since March, he is really 
upset. He had been saving up his 
pennies because he had always wanted 
a portable PlayStation and we had to 
lend him the money for it. It is a lot of 
money to him and we have not heard a 
word from anybody” 

Penny Scattergood, who lives in 
Aldershot, heard about the business 
through a relative in the area and 
handed over several rings to be sold. 
She says more than £600 is owed to her

Happy couple sings 
praises of landlord

A COUPLE who have 
lived in their home for 
almost 50 years have 
praised the housing 
group which took over its 
management five years 
ago for recent improve¬ 
ments 

Roy Brown, 82, who shares 
his house in Broadcroft Cres¬ 
cent, Haverhill, with wife Irene, 
was diagnosed with diabetes 
nearly 20 years ago and has 
been registered blind since 
1994. He also has difficulty 
walking. 

The couple were once tenants 
of St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, before the council’s 
housing stock became part of 
Havebury Housing five years 
ago. Although cautious about 
the initial transfer in 2002, Mr 
Brown is now singing the 
group’s praises as it celebrates 
its fifth anniversary 

He said: “I was cautious 
about the transfer, but I’ve got 
no complaints. In fact I’ve got a 
lot of praise. 

“Havebury has been very 
good in adapting the house for 
me, installing a stair lift and 
converting the bathroom. They 
are very good at organising 
things when we need them. 

“Social services are also very 
helpful and Irene, who I’m 
dependent on, is a marvellous 
lady” 

The first five years of Roy 
and Irene’s 56-year marriage 


was spent living in Beech 
Grove, where they saw the new 
houses in Broadcroft Crescent 
being built. They asked if they 
could have a three bedroom 
semi-detached property, to meet 
the needs of their growing 
family 

In 1958 they moved in, just 
before their youngest son’s 
second birthday Roy and Irene, 
80, now have four grand child¬ 
ren and have witnessed a life¬ 
time of change in Haverhill. 

Roy was a young crewman on 
a Royal Navy destroyer ship 
towards the end of World War 
Two, after which he trained as a 
carpenter and joiner, a trade he 


worked in for most of his life. 
Among his numerous projects 
he built the first four houses on 
Ash Grove in the town, as well 
as the first phase of Castle 
Manor School. 

To coincide with Havebury’s 
birthday, chief executive Steve 
Cook launched a five-year plan, 
setting out the organisation’s 
work up to 2011, including the 
construction of 400 new aff¬ 
ordable homes. 

A further 1,000 properties 
will be built over the same 
period as a result of Havebury’s 
membership of the e 2 Develop¬ 
ment Consortium.

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Fly-tippers 
to face cost 
of clean-up 


LITTER louts had better 
watch out is the message 
from Havebury Housing 
Partnership which is 
cracking down on fly tip¬ 
ping in West Suffolk. 

The group is introducing a 
charge for anyone caught com¬ 
mitting the crime, and anyone 
seen illegally dumping rubbish 
on a site owned by Havebury will 
be charged the amount it costs to 
remove the offending items. 

Havebury tenants currently 
pay for the removal of fly-tipping 
through their housing rent. 
During the last financial year, 
residents picked up a £23,338 bill 
for removing 381 fly-tips. 

It is hoped that if residents 
know the cost of removing fly¬ 
tipping can be passed on to 
individual offenders, they will be 
encouraged to report anyone 
they see unlawfully dumping 
rubbish. 

Havebury Neighbourhood 
manager John Feveyear, said: 
“Fly-tipped items we have found 
over the years range from bags of 
rubbish to large domestic items

such has fridges and sofas. Fly 
tipping is not only illegal, it 
causes pollution, is a general 
eyesore and costs Havebury 
residents, as rent payers, money 
to clear up. 

“We have introduced this 
penalty to encourage residents to 
report anyone they see illegally 
dumping waste. It seems unfair 
that our tenants should pay the 
price for the actions of a few 
thoughtless people.” 

The move comes as part of 
Havebury’s stand against anti¬ 
social behaviour in the com¬ 
munity. Havebury operates a 24- 
hour anti-social behaviour 
hotline for tenants on 08000 
758999. The housing association 
also working closely with Suffolk 
Constabulary’s new Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams across 
West Suffolk, including a team in 
Haverhill which began operating 
from Havebury’s offices in 
Manor Road at the end of last 
month.

Any 
such elector or their representative may attend before the auditor and 
make objections as to any matter in respect of which the auditor could 
take action under Sections 17 or 18 of the Audit Commission Act 1998 
(namely, an unlawful item of account, failure to bring a sum into account, 
or a loss or deficiency caused by wilful misconduct), or in respect of which 
the auditor could make a report in the public interest under Section 8 of 
that Act. 

Questions may be received at the Head of Financial Control and 
Governance’s office (see above) or by prior arrangement with the auditor 
Mr J Rickett (see address below) to whom requests for this purpose 
should be addressed. 

3. No objection may be made unless the auditor has previously received 
written notice of the proposed objection and its grounds. A copy of such 
notice must be sent to the Head of Financial Control and Governance at 
the above address.
